REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink jet ink set comprising a cyan ink comprising a carrier and a 
sulfonated copper phthalocyanine dye; a magenta ink comprising a carrier and an 
anthrapyridone magenta dye; a yellow ink comprising a carrier an azo-aniline yellow dye 
or metal complex yellow dye or mixtures thereof and a black ink comprising a trisazo 
black dye of the formula 




wherein Met is a metal atom; Ri is a phenyl or naphthalene radical substituted by 1, 2 or 
3 substituents selected from the group consisting of OH, 0(Ci-6)-alkyl, COOM, S0 3 M 
and NH 2 ; R 2 is C1-6 alkyl; n is 0 or 1 ; X is a chemical bond or -CO- or -S0 2 -; R3 is H, 
methyl or 0(Ci^)-alkyl; R4 and R 5 are each H, COOM or S0 3 M; Re is a phenyl, pyridyl 
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or pyrazole radical substituted by 1, 2 or 3 substituents selected from the group 
consisting of OH, 0(Ci-6)-alkyl, COOM, S0 3 M and NH 2 , NHaryl, NHacyl and 
phenylsulfo; and M is ammonium, H, Na, Li or K. The closest prior art of record is WO 
02/094943 (US 2004/0128775 is English equivalent), U.S. Patent No. 6,749,674, issued 
to Geisenberger et al. and U.S. Patent Application Publication 2005/0229810, issued to 
Blease et al. WO 02/094943 and Geisenberger et al. both teach similar ink jet ink sets 
comprising a cyan ink, a magenta ink, a yellow ink and a black ink but fail to teach or 
fairly suggest that the magenta ink contains an anthrapyridone dye as claimed by 
applicants. Blease et al. teach a similar ink jet ink set comprising a cyan ink, a magenta 
ink, a yellow ink and a black ink but fail to teach or fairly suggest that the yellow ink 
contains an azo-aniline yellow dye or metal complex yellow dye or mixtures thereof as 
claimed by applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
